Farmers and Bankers Or- 
ganize at Macon Meeting 
to Boost the Price of Cot- 
ton Crop. 
CONFERENCE URGES 
RADICAL MEASURES 


Resolutions Adopted Im- 
posing Three-Cent Produc- 
tion Tax and 50 Per Cent 
Curtailment of 1915 Crop.

August 27.—(Special.)— 
Georgia farmers and bankers gath- 
ered here today to discuss the cotton 
crisis brought about by the closing 
of European cotton markets by the 
war, formed the Georgia Cotton Con- 
gress, with John D. Walker, of Sparta, 
as president, and adopted resolutions 
Imposing a S-cent 
1915 cotton and agreed to curtail 
crop by 350 per cent. 

The new-born organization will af- 
filiate with the Southern Cotton Grow- 
ers’ assOciation and will be known as 
the Georgia division. 

Great enthusiasm was manifested 
when the organization sprang into ex- 
istence. It will have the support of 
the National Farmers’ Union and other 
powerful bodies. Organization will be 
perfected soon. 

To insure curtailment 
crop, the convention adopted a resolu- 
tion urging creditors, when making 
contracts with cotton farmers for ex- 
tension of credit, to enter an agree- 
ment that the farmer curtail his trop 
to the extent 90 per cent in 1915. 

As the means of giving the farmer 
immediate relief, the convention adopt- 
ed a resolution calling bankers, 
merchants and other creditors ad- 
Vance the necessary money to harvest 
cotton, otherwise a large portion will 
be lost in the fields and entail a great 
loss. 
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Farmers Advised Not to Seil. 

Other farmers 
not to sell 
possible; urges creditors to accept cot- 
ton from farmers to be credited on ac- 
counts, cotton to be held for the ac- 
count of the farmer, and when the 
price advances the farmer will bene- 
fit from the advance. 

The convention also urged creditors 
to make interest charges as low as pos- 
sible 

Other resolutions adopted were: 

That farmers mse caution in harvest- 
ing this year’s crop so that it shill be 
the highest grade and command high- 
est price. 

That merchants and bankers advance 
necessary money to harvest crop to 
prevent waste in the fields. 

That bankers and other interests be 
assured of the appreciation of farmers 
for the interest and co-operation in the 
present crisis.

Purchase by Government. 

A subcommittee of three wil! be ap- 
pointed to secure legal advice and pre- 
pare resolutions to be presented at the 
convention of governors to be held in 
Atlanta on September 3.

Currency Is to Be Issued 
Through National Curren- 
cy Organizations Only, the 
State Banks Excluded.

Washington, August 27.—(Special.)— 
Emergency currency is soon to be 
available for national banks to loan to 
cotton farmers. 

Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo, 
in a formal statement today, said the 
treasury department would accept from 
currency associations com- 
paper backed by warehouse 
receipts for cotton and tobacco at 75 
per cent ofits face value and issue 
thereon emergency currency under the 
Aldrich-Vreeland act. 

Only national banks may organize a 
currency association, but the associa- 
tions are already in existence in Geor- 
gia prepared for emergency, a Rough 
no currency has ever been ‘yed 
through them.

“The secretary of the treasury al- 
ready has the power to issue one bil- 
lion dollars of additional national bank 
if it should be required, but

Despite Secretary McAdoo’s position, 
a bill was introduced in the senate to- 
day by Senator of Oklahoma, 
chairman of the banking and currency 
committee, to admit state banks for a 
limited period to membership in the 
federal reserve banks. 

They will then be able to secure 
commodations from the _ federal 
serve bank and loan this money to 
farmers. The limit of a bank’s ability 
to loan on commercial paper will 
an amount representing 75 per cent of 
its capital and surplus. 

Speculation Is Barred. 

Secretary McAdoo in his statement 
warns the country that this emergency 
currency is not to be used for specu- 
lative purposes. He also cautions mu- 
tual co-operation among bankers, mer- 
chants and farmers to help tide over 
the present war crisis.

UNGLE SAM TO SEND 
GRUISER TO TURKEY 


While Warship Will Carry 
Relief Funds, Its Presence 
Will Also Serve to Protect 
Christians. 


Washington, August 27 
States has informed the 
Europe of its intention to send the 
armored cruiser North Carolina to 
Turkey to carry gold for the relief of 
Americans, according to an announce- 
ment by the state department late to- 
day. 

While the North Carolina goes on a 
mission of financial relief, her pres- 
ence in Turkish waters is intended to 
have ae salutary effect with respect 
to the treatment of Christians and for- 
eigners generally in the Ottoman em- 
pire. 

Before taking this step, the United 
States sounded the powers of Europe 
as to whether they would object to 
the sending’ of a warship to Turkey. 
The American government desired to 
make it plain that its purpose in send- 
ing the ship in no way was political, 
but designed only to aid and protect 
Americans. 

France expressed 
plan. The French government inci- 
dentally accused Germany of trying 
to stir up anti-Christian sentiment in 
Turkey. 

War by Turkey Expected. 

Diplomats and officials generally 
are expecting a declaration of war by 
Turkey on the allies. Rellable ad- 
vices indicate that when the big Rus- 
sian army has penetrated a consider- 
able distance into East Prussia, Tur- 
key will strike. That both Bulgaria 
and Roumania will align with Tur- 
key against Greece and the rest of the 
Balkan states is also indicated by au- 
thentic information

that a declaration of war is imminent. 
Great Britain, France and Russia are 
refraining from any move that would 
force Turkey to take action.

French Forces Advance; 
British Troops Withdraw

Paris, August 27.—(10:25 p. m.)—The following official bulletin was 
issued by the war office tonight: 

“In the Vosges district our troops today resumed the offensive and drove 
back the Germans who yesterday had forced them to retire on the Saint 
Die side. 

“The Germans yesterday bombarded Saint Die, an unfortified town. 

“In the region between the Vosges and Nancy our offensive movement 
has continued uninterruptedly for five days. The German losses have been 
considerable, 2,500 bodies were found on a front of three kilometers southeast 
of Nancy, and 4,500 bodies on a front of four kilometers in the region of 
Vitrimont. 

“Longwy, an old fortress, the garrison of which consisted of only one 
battalion, which had been bombarded August 3, capitulated today, after 
holding out for more than twenty-four days. More than half the garrison 
was killed or wounded. Lieutenant Colonel Darche, governor of Longwy, 
has been nominated an officer of the Legion of Honor for ‘heroic conduct in 
the defense of Longwy.’ 

“On the Meuse our troops have repulsed with great vigor several German 
attacks. A German flag was taken. 

“The Belgian fleld army attached to Namur and a French regiment which 
supported it have joined our lines. 

“In the north the British have attacked forces greatly superior in num- 
ber, and were obliged, after brilliant resistance, to withdraw a little in the 
rear on their right. 

“Our armies maintained their positions in Belgium. The army of Antwerp 


has drawn off and held before it several German divisions.”

Purchase of German-Owned 
Vessels Tantamount to 
Raising Money for Kaiser, 


Says Ambasador Jusserand | 


Washington, August 27.—France to- 
day expressed to the U nited States dis- 

approval of certain phases of the ad- 
ministration’s plan to build up a mer- 
chant marine through the purchase of 
foreign ships. 

Jules Jusserand, the French ambassa- 
dor. had a long talk with President 
Wilson and indicated, it Is understood, 
that the French government would 
view with displeasure the purchase by 
the United States of any German-owned 
ships. | 

The discussion not terminated, it 
being the intention of the French gov- 
ernment further to press its objections.

We knew very well that we sized up the 
good people of Washington county better 


than one of its representatives who at the 
recent session of the general assembly bit- 
terly denounced The Constitution because it 
declared that the recent tax returns from 
that county maligned and misrepresented 
one of the best counties in the state. 

It will be recalled that when the returns 
from all the counties in the state were in 
those of Washington county, to the utter 
amazement of the state, showed a decrease,

TIME TO ACT! 


It is time the federal government did 
something about taking care of the cotton 
crop. 

We have had a whole lot of talk about 
it—in fact, nothing but talk. 

Cotton conferences have been as frequent 
as sunrise. Members of congress, officials, 
bankers and merchants have conferred 
times without number. Everybody is agreed 
that something ought to be done; pretty 
nearly everybody is agreed as to just what 
should be done, but the one conspicuous 
thing about the whole matter is the absence 
of action. 

When Americans abroad found them- 
selves in distress on account of the Euro- 
pean wars there was no hesitation on the 
part of congress. The necessary appropria- 
tion was made at once and millions in gold 
were sent to Europe on American war ves- 
sels, enabling stranded Americans to return 
to their homes. The action was timely and 
appropriate. It was more than mere pass- 
ing attention to the needs of the individual; 
it was assurance to the millions at home 
that the strong arm of government protec- 
tion was back of them when they might 
need it. 

But what are we to say of the distressing 
situation here at home? That of the few 
thousands of Americans abroad, while 
worthy of and demanding immediate relief, 
was inconsequential in comparison to it. 
Thirty million people throughout the south 
are dependent more or less, directly or indi- 
rectly, upon the success of the cotton crop. 
The entire country is dependent upon it for 
its balance of trade. Smash the cotton crop 


and you not only drive to poverty the mil- 


lions to whom it is daily meat and bread, 
but you cut into the prosperity of the entire 


country. 


The American in Paris or Berlin or Rot- 
terdam or London when war was declared 
had an easy time of it compared to the cot- 


ton planter who now finds his crop a drug on 


the market. 
This is not a question of the near future 


or even of tomorrow; it is a question of 
TODAY. It is an emergency; it is a crisis. 
The 1914 cotton crop is. being picked, 
ginned, baled and hauled to market—to 
what, at least, might be market if provision 
had been made for taking care of it. Think 
of the plight of the planter whose ten bales 
is now moving to his market town. What 
does he find on arrival? Nothing doing; not 
even an offer. This is no fanciful picture; 
it is something that is happening every day, 
almost every hour, in the hundreds of towns 
throughout the south dotting the cotton belt. 

And yet what has been done for him? 
To date, nothing but talk, talk, talk! 

It is now time to substitute TALK for 
ACTION. 

A statement of the comptroller of the 
currency, just made public, shows that 
$169,883,000 additional currency can be is- 
sued to the southern states under the Vree- 
land-Aldrich act, if needed. The need is 
imperative; there is no doubt or question 
about this. Why not issue it, or enough of 
it to do the work, and have done with the 
palaver? 

It is generally conceded that if provision 
is made for taking care of some 4,000,000 
bales—or even less—the cotton problem will 
have been effectually solved. Here is cur- 
rency enough within the power of one stroke 
of the congressional pen to take care of 
4,250,000 bales at 8 cents a pound or of more 
than 5,600,000 bales at 6 cents. Congress 
has only to put out the currency through the 
banks, subject to proper warehousing and 
insurance. That’s all there is to it; yet con- 
gress hesitates as if it were about to lose its 
shoes. 


There was no hesitation, nor should 


there have been, when a few thousand 
Americans were stranded in Europe. Why 
should there be any now when several mil- 
lions are confronted by a probable scarcity 
of food and clothing? 

It is time for action NOW. 

If congress is going to do anything for 
the relief of the country from this burden, it 
must act without more delay. If it is not it 
‘is due the people to tell them so.

disparage the efforts of contemporaries. We 
have no question but that every newspaper 
here and elsewhere is doing its utmost to get 
accurate information “up to the hour of go- 
ing to press.” 

But that’s just where the rub comes. The 
paper that goes to press before noon, at noon 
or shortly thereafter must depend on the 
“flash’’—the quick report of the moment— 
which may or may not prove accurate. For 
illustration, every news agency in the world 
was watching closely at the bedside of the 
dying Pope Pius X. One of them flashed 
the news of his death to the world four hours 
before it actually happened; its agent may 
have thought he was right, but subsequent 
developments proved his competitors more 
accurate and more dependable. 

So it is with these hurried “flashed” day 
reports of the war developments {in Europe: 
the newspapers presenting them unques- 
tionably feel that they are getting not only 
quick service, but one as accurate as it is 
possible to get under the circumstances, and 
they are. 

It all goes back to the case of snatching 
up the first rumor at hand and rushing it 
over the wires, or taking time to verify the 
reports and sift out the conflict. The after 
noon paper is compelled, perforce, to depend 
upon the former system; the morning paper 
naturally has the advantage of the latter. 

Atlantans may read to their heart’s con- 
tent of war extras, but when it comes to 
getting the “real” war news, the actual hap- 
penings of the day in Europe, they know 
that they must turn for accuracy to the 
Associated Press reports in “The Old Re- 
liable,”’ which has given them the first ac- 
curate news for nearly half a century—The 
Constitution. 

After all, there is nothing so remarkable 
about it. Only a few days ago The Consti- 
tution gathered reports from the Georgia 
primary in 148 counties, with approximately 
2,500 precincts, and gave the accurate re- 
sults of the election to Georgia readers in 
an edition published within two hours after 
the polls had closed.

Teach Spanish Language, 
Urges Georgia Editor 


Editor Constitution: In view of the fact 
that European war has precipitated violent 
disturbances in the political and commer- 
cial arena of the world, and especially since 
South America is clamoring for American- 
made goods, a trade which the British and 
German merchants have enjoyed for the 
past decade, the suggestion of Frank Lowen- 
stein in the Firing Line of Sunday's Consti- 
tution that we teach Spanish in the high 
schools and colleges of the south, is most 
timely. “The economic barometer points to- 
ward Latin-America—the entering wedge is 
the knowledge of Spanish.” The above state- 
ment by Mr. Lowenstein is worthy of more 
than a passing thought by those whose in- 
terests are in the development of the nation 
and the south. 

There are four important events requir- 
Ing a knowledge of Spanish to utilize their 
results and influences properly that will.fur- 
nish commercial America the opportunity of 
the age. 

1. The series of revolutions and inter- 
nal political disturbances in chaotic Mexico 
will finally result in the establishment of a 
democratic form of government by an inde- 
pendent people. This will mean that Amer- 
ican capital and industry will flourish in 
Mexico as never before. 

2. The opening of the Panama canal and 
its proximity to southern ports and cities 
will make the south the recipient of a large 
volume of business and trade that would 
never have touched southern shores. 

8. The development by American capi- 
tal of Central America and the West Indies, 
Porto Rico and the Philippines, American 
possessions, and Cuba and Panama, protec- 
torates of the United States, has been ac- 
companied with a small percentage of their 
trade. For lack of knowledge of Spanish, 
along with the decline of American mer- 
chant marine, we have cheated ourselves 
out of the profits of their development by 
losing their patronage. 

4. South America’s trade is falline into 
the hands of American mnufacturers, be- 
cause of the stagnation of European manu- 
facture and the paralysis of their merchant 
marine. Brazil, Paraguay, Argentina, Co- 
lumbia, Chile, Uraguay, Bolivia and other 
Spanish-speaking countries in America are 
in the first stage of the development of 
their resources, being primarily agricultural, 
mining, lurmbering, and cattle-raising 
countries as opposed to manufacturing. 

American domination commercially of the 
fifty million Spanish-speaking people of the 
Americas is inevitable, and we must there- 
fore prepare ourselves fully to meet this 
great opportunity by teaching Spanish in 
the high schools and colleges of the south. 
Since either French, German, Greek or Latin, 
or all, are taught by our schools, why not 
discard one of them at least for a language 
so commercially important for Americans? 
kovery well-educated European is able to 
speak fluently one other language besides 
his native tongue. Germans know English, 
French or Spanish; French and English know 
German or Spanish, and yet Americans teach 
only a smattering of the foreign languages, 
and entirely overlook Spanish. With the im- 
petus given American merchant marine and 
trade, if the schools of the south should 
teach the coming American traders, capi- 
talists and business men to read, write and 
speak the Spanish language, our commercial 
advantages in Cuba, Mexico and South 
America would be impregnable to the hosts 
of Europe. 

Spanish is one of the most beautiful ahd 
richest of foreign languages, in literary value 
equal to any, and ‘why should its very ob- 
vious commercial advantages not entitle it 
to a place in our schools? Continued su- 
premacy in business and trade by the United 
States over Latin-America will result in po- 
litical benefits and power inestimable. The 
Spanish language will be the connecting 
link of Pan-Americanism, commercially, po- 
litically and spiritually.

To Hold Up Prices, Must 
Retire Surplus Crop 


HOW TEXAS IS PREPARING __ 
TO WAREHOUSE ITS COTTON 


By Hunt McCaleb. 

Dallas, Texas, August 27.—(Special.)— 
With over $75,000,000 outstanding on their 
books, which will be paid, if at all, through 
the proceeds of the sale of the growing cot- 
ton crop, Dallas merchants and manufac- 
turers are taking a most solemn and seri- 
ous interest in the question of how that 
crop is to be marketed. 

The conditions obtaining here are no dif- 
ferent from the conditions obtaining 
throughout the south. There may be dif- 
ferences in the amounts involved, but the 
underlying principle is the same and the 
reason for interest between the merchant 
and the cotton grower is certainly identical. 

Accepting this, it would seem that the 
earnest desire of the merchants and manu- 
facturers of Dallas to inaugurate a discus- 
Sion which may result in a uniform method 
of meeting the situation is commendable. 

There are in Dallas 393 manufacturers 
and 318 wholesale merchants who annually 
do a business aggregating $212,000,000, and 
it is these merchants and manufacturers 
who look for payment of the $75,000,000 of 
credits they have extended. And they real- 
ize that they have much more than a sent!- 
mental interest in the farmer whose cotton 
will pay the bulk of this indebtedness. They 
realize that they are in business for all time 
and that they must now co-operate with the 
small merchant and farmer in tiding them 
over the difficulties brought about through 
the situation in Europe and they have deter- 
mined not to press him for payment to the 
point where the goose that lays the golden 
egg is to be either injured or ruined. It is 
further the purpose of these men to so con- 
duct themselves in this emergency as to 
endear themselves to the smaller merchant 
and farmer of the southwest through un- 
precedented liberality. They do not want 
the country merchant to go out of business 
either voluntarily or involuntarily. They 
realize that there are hard times ahead for 
all of them, but if the country merchant 
Starts liquidating, that is the end of it for 
both the big and the little fellows. But on 
the other hand they are Striving to make 
cotton liquid, through plans which they 
have carefully thought out and which they 
are offering for adoption, or at least a basis 
for discussion, to other sections of the south. 

Texas Warehouse Pian. 

The plan, in the final analysis, is to make 
of cotton an asset which will obviate the 
necessity of dumping it upon the market 
and so depressing the price that only a few 
will be able to take advantage of the situa- 
tion. 

Cotton, they contend, is worth as much 
today as it was yesterday, and will be 
worth as much tomorrow as it is today, un- 
less conditions should compel the farmer to 
throw it on the market and further dis- 
tress prices. 

And right here is the hair line of the 
whole proposition. The Dallas people under- 
stand that, at heart, every man who raises 
cotton has had bred into him the hope of 
better prices, no matter how much he may 
be getting for his cotton, and this breeding 
has resulted in engendering a speculative 
Spirit that it would be quite dangerous to 
foster or encourage. So the purpose of the 
Dallas people is an effort to market the 
crop judiciously, providing means for that 
endeavor, while discouraging any concerted 
Plan for holding cotton for purely specula- 
tive purposes.

Meeting Long-Time Need. 

Through the Dallas Chamber of 
merce this plan has been incubated and is 
being put into effect. And this brings up 
the question of proper warehousing. Texas 
has long been in need of warehousing facili- 
ties. The eighty-three compresses of the 
State have an aggregate storage, covered 
and uncovered, for 415,000 bales. The reason 
that adequate storage has not previously 
been provided is that the i:ailroad commis- 
Sion aC one time fad a rule requir!ng the 
compressing of cotton at the compress 
nearest to the point of origin of the ship- 
ment. This rule ig still extant, but has been 
suspended indefinitely. 

If this rule could be abrogated entirely 
private capital would go into the building 
of adequate coiton warehouses, but this has 
not yet been accomplished. 

The conditions now confronting the cote 
ton producer of the south seem unequivo- 
cally to indicate the psychological moment 
to launch a campaign for adequate storage, 
which will save the state of Texas alone 
$15,000,000 annually in so-called “country 
damage.” If properly located in the varioas 
centers of the state, the railroads have in- 
dicated that they would favor such ware- 
houses and legitimate cotton factors have 
expressed themselves as indorsing-the propo- 
Sition., 

Following out this line of thought, Mr, 
C. W. Hobson, president of the Dallas 
Chamber of Commerce, enlarges and ampli- 
fies it in this way in-a letter which has 
Sent to every commercial organization 
in Texas, copy of which he will be glad to 
furnish to anybody, on application.

If this is accomplished and Dallas can 
help in the cause through her suggestions 
and efforts of her merchants, then the be- 
lief is that the present situation will not be 
without its attendgnt blessings and will] be 
worth, in the matter of reforms in metheds 
alone, all that it may cost. 


Editor Constitution: I venture to make 
a suggestion in regard to the marketing of 
the 1914 cotton crop. 

Any scheme that does not contemplate 
the absolute withdrawal from the market 
of the estimated surplus due to lack of 
demand on account of the European war 
for at least one year will have no appre- 
clable effect in boosting the price of the 
product. 

That is to say, that if, according to Seo- 
retary McAdoo’s statement, the government 
Stands ready to loan the banks $150,000,000, 
so that they, in turn, can loan the cotton 
man, the merchant and the farmer $40 per 
bale, which they won't do !f they don't 
think they are safe in so doing, that unless 
it is a condition and a part of the considera- 
tion for the loan that the cotton involved be 
absolutely retired from the market while 
the balance of the crop is being sold, there 
will be no considerable boost in price, since 
all this cotton would be subject to sale in 
competition with the remainder of the crop— 
and would be looked upon by the buyer as 
part of stock on hand of the 1914 crop. 

Now as the banker could not be relied on 
to enforce such a condition of the loan, as 
he might have to sell it by foreclosure, or 
both he and the farmer might get scared 
and agree to sell to prevent further loss in 
case of declining price, it would appear that 
the govérnment should make the loans direct, 
taking actual possession of the cotton, stor- 
ing same and releasing it for delivery in 
case of sale by the owner only at the end 
of one year. 

Full notice being given to the planters 
of this and other cotton growing countries 
that this cotton would absolutely be placed 
on the market in competition with the 1915 
crop would deter over-production for that 
year and thus make reasonably certain a 
price at which the government could un- 


load without loss.

Editor Constitution: The attitude of The 
Constitution, in its demand for Instant ac- 
tion to save the cotton producers from com- 
ing to grief, is to be commended. Appar- 
ently the great men in Washington, with 
some exceptions, are not alive to the gray- 
ity of the situation. 

The concr@te fact is that we are con- 
fronted with eight-cent cotton, which is 
about the price ruling on actual sales today. 
This means an enormous loss to the pro- 
ducers, which will be reflected in the busi- 
ness of the country. Even at eight cents, 
under present conditions, we could not sell 
more than six to seven million bales of cot- 
ton, leaving probably seven million bales to 
be carried over. Few people realize the utter 
destruction of the European markets. We 
can look for no help from Europe beyond 
perhaps England, which may possibly take 
one-half of its usual supply. 

If government cannot serve the people in 
an emergency, what good is government? 

The business of government is to take a 
broad view, and to do it quickly.

No Longer Any Danger of a 
Money .Panic as Result of 
War, He Asserts. 


Joseph A. MeCord, vice president of 
the Third National bank, who is be- 
lieved to be slated for the presidency of 
the Atlanta federal reserve bank, ts back 
from Washington, where he attended 
the conference of bankers and business 
men, with a very optimistic and encour- 
aging view of the cotton situation. 

He declares himself able to predict a 
comparatively small loss to the farmers 
on account of 'the lack of an immedi- 
ate market for cotton. This prediction, 
he said, is based on the action of the 
treasury department in allowing coun- 
try banks to accept warehouse receipts 
for cotton as security for loans. 

Mr. McCord declared that there is 
no longer any danger of money panic 
in the United States. 

He admitted that, of course, there 
may be ome loss to the farmers, just 
as therewwilll probably be loss to manu- 
facturers and men in other lines of 
business, but, he added, “the farmer 
will have to take his chance along with 
the rest of us.” 

Mr. McCord sees, as a result of the 
war, an enormous expansion of Ameri- 
can trade. That, however, is to come 
largely after the warring nations have 
sufficiently recuperated to buy. 

Mr. McCord ‘said that the object of 
the Washington meeting, contrary to an 
impresslos which seemed to have 
gained gpbsence in some quarters, was 
not to MOld up the price of cotton, but 
to get the bankers and business men to 
co-operate so that the farmer will be 
enabled to hold his cotton until there is 
a market. 

A committee was named by Secretary 
McAdoo at the close of the conference 
to formulate certain rules regarding the 
use of warehouse receipts. This in- 
formation will be published by The 
Constitution as soon as available.

GEOGRAPHY TEXT 
CAUSES A CLASH 


Commissioner Guinn and 
Alderman Armistead Dif- 
fer Over the School Book. 
West End Lines Changed. 


A clash over the selection of a geog- 
raphy for the public schools of Atlanta, 
in which the law was invoked and per- 
BOnalities injected in the discussion, 
ensued in the regular monthly meeting 
of the board of education yesterday 
when Alderman Jesse Armistead sought 
to obtain the adoption of Tarr & Mc- 
Murray’s text-book. 

Frye’s geography had already been 
adopted by .the board at a previous 
meeting. It was selected for only one 
year, however, because of the extreme 
likelihood of the present European sit- 
uation resulting ‘in drastic changes of 
the old world maps. Mr. Armistead, at 
Thursday's meeting, advocated the 
adoption of Tarr & McMurray’s book. 

To strengthen his argument, Mr. 
Armistead read a ruling from City At- 
torney James L. Mayson to the effect 
that the board of education had com- 
mitted an illegal act when it adopted 
study for a course of one year, as 
Be- 
technicality, Mr. Armi- 
that he was entitled to 
propose the Tarr & McMurray book. 

Discussion arose, as a result of 
which Superintendent William M. Sla- 
ton was called upon to explain his se- 
lection of the Frye publication in 
preference to the Tarr & McMurray. 
He went at length to explain his pref- 
erence, basing his argument chiefly 
on “fairness. to the poor man” who 
would be forced, he said, to throw 
away the Frye geography, which had 
Deen in use for years, and buy a new 
book.

the system whereby emergency curren- 
cy will be issued, he said: 

“The plan ought to enable the farm- 
ers to pick and market the cotton crop 
if the bankers, merchants and cotton 
manufacturers will co-operate’ with 
each other and with the farmers and 
will avail themselves of the relief of- 
fered by the treasury within reasona- 
ble limits. Such co-operation is earn- 
estly urged upon all these iraterests. 

“The farmer cannot expect as high 
a price for cotton this year Decause of 
the Furopean war, vet heshould not be 
forced to sacrifice his crop. 

“The banker and the merchant should 
not exact excessive rates of interest, and 
the manufacturers should replenish 
their stocks aS much as possible and 
pay reasonable prices for the product 
If this is done, and it can be done if 
every one displays a helpful spirit, a 
normal condition can be restored and 
there ought to be no serious difficulty 
in taking care of the cotton problem. 

“This is a time when the entire 
country expects that purely selfish in- 
terests shall be subordinated to the 
common good; that undue advantage 
shall not be taken of each other. I 
am happy to say that this spirit seemed 
to animate those who attended the so- 
called cotton conference held at my re- 
quest in Washington on August 24th 
and 25th. 

Must Be Insured. 

“It is not my purpose to prescribe 
the character of warehouses in which 
cotton and tobacco may be stored. The 
banks will be relied upon to see that 
warehouse receipts issued by responsi- 
ble warehousemen or warehouse com- 
panies alone are accepted, and that the 
cotton and tobacco stored in such 
warehouses is covered by adequate fire 
‘tnsurance and is protected against in- 
jury by the elements. 

“Under the law the secretary of the 
treasury may accept as security for 
currency 

“(ad Bonds of any state or of any 
city, town, county or other legally 
constituted municipality or district in 
the United States which has been in ex- 
istence for a period of ten years, and 
which, for a period of ten years. pre- 
vious to such deposit as security, has 
not defaulted in the payment of any 
part of either principal or tnterest of 
any funded debt authorized to be con- 
tracted by it, and whose net funded 
indebtedness does not exceed 10 per 
centum of the valuation of its taxable 
property, to be ascertained by the last 
preceding valuation of property for the 
assessment of taxes. 

“(b) Any securities, including commer- 
cial paper, approved by the secretary 
of the treasury held by a national] bank 
and made available through a national 
currency association under the direc- 
tion and control of the secretary of the 
treasury, at not exceeding 75 per cent 
of the cash value of such securities or 
commercial paper. 

‘“‘(c) No national bank shall be permit- 
ted to issue circulating notes based on 
commercial paper alone, in excess of 30 
per cent of its unimpaired capital and 
surplus. The total amount of currency 
issuable to any bank, including fts cir-

_ States bonds, shall not be more than 
125 per cent of its unimpaired capital 
and surplus.”
